REFINEMENT is the steady improvement in de- 

sign and styling. Manufacturers 
are now more concerned with creating finer merchan- 
dise than ever before largely because of the recogni- 
tion of a more sophisticated public taste. 

We are all too close to our own times to fully appre- 
ciate what strides have been made in the decorative 
arts in the past few decades. This fact is forcibly im- 
pressed upon the visitor at the Grand Rapids Furni- 
ture Museum, recently opened, where a growing col- 
lection of representative furniture of each era is being 
assembled. 

A glimpse of the monstrosities proudly owned by 
our grandfathers literally produces goose flesh. The 
graceless tribe called the “Age of Mission” seems to be 
but a light case of measles by comparison. “Art Nou- 
veau” then danced across the stage of home decoration 
leaving a weird array of eccentric creations. Fabrics, 
wall papers, floor coverings, and other decorative ele- 
ments have likewise blundered through the same pathe- 
tic eras of “art burlesque.” 

Today the decorative arts are enjoying a renaissance 
of beauty and refinement. This is undoubtedly due to 
the aesthetic influence of the interior decorators, the 
better instruction in our art schools, important restora- 
tions such as Williamsburg and Dearborn, the increas- 
ing number of well styled model homes, and last but 
not least, the numerous exhibitions and displays in the 
museums. 

It probably can be truthfully stated that at no time 
since the Georgian era have there been products in 
such excellent taste available.

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THE NEW BAROQUE

OPHISTICATED moderns are in- 
clining towards the Baroque in in- 
terior decoration and furnishing, with 
the result that contemporary interpre- 
tations of this flexible and highly inter- 


esting manner are beginning to take the 

spot light of smart approval. 
Through the Bareque of XVIT Cen-

England, and that French XVIII Century deriva- 
tive of the style the Rococo, are drawn upon, this 
is not a revival of any of them. It is rather the 
spirit of the Baroque, the free, fanciful, romantic 
spirit, that lives today and finds expression—em- 
ploying the forms of the past in new ways some- 
times borrowing from modern Neo-Romanticist 
painting, in the creation of the New Baroque. 
Formalism has its place in life and in interior 
design; at times it suits the mood of the day. 
hen, again, the irrepressible play spirit comes up- 
permost, or the minds of people seek escape into the 
fields of fantasy and romance, away from a too

This see-saw has been going on always. The formalism of the Renaissance 
succeeded the romantic freedom of Mediaeval design. Orderliness and in- 
tellectuality were of the very essence of the Renaissance. The Classic columns, 
pediments and pilasters were symbols of the conservative and the substan- 


tial, adopted reverently as 
typifying the new order of ad- 
vancement based upon _ the 
achievements of the past, 
through reason. Even the orna- 
mental forms were convention- 
alized into conformity with this 
well ordered system. But the 
people of Western Europe, from 
Italy to France and Flanders, 
possessed a tremendous vitality 
that could not find adequate ex- 
pression through these relative- 
ly static forms and that burst 
its bonds in the Baroque. 
Dominating Italian archictec- 
ture and interior decoration 
during the XVII Century and 
spreading to those countries the

Baroque crossed the channel with 
Charles II and appeared in the fur- 
nishings of Carolean England. Its 
strength was reinforced through the 
Dutch influence in the reign of 
William and Mary and it persisted 
through the Queen Anne and in 
Early Georgian times. The gayest ele- 
ments of the Baroque, transformed 
into the Rococo of Louis XV, per- 
meated the latter Georgian until the 
formalism of the Neo-Classic of 
Louis XVI and of the Brothers Adam 
became dominant. 

So, we find inspiration 
for Baroque room treat- 
ments in widely varied de- 
tails of the wall panelling 
and furniture of these dif- 
ferent countries and times.

temporary interpretations of the Baroque is 
the amplitude of the plain, or relatively 
plain, wall surfaces upon which details of 
Baroque character are sparingly used. This 
gives the sense of space, openness and freedom 
from overcrowding that is demanded by most 
present day men and women, whatever the 
decorative character of the interior may be. 
It is usually found necessary to modify 
Baroque details more or less to adapt them 
to their new relation with other elements of 
the particular present-day interior, and often

Generally speaking, the style preferences have not changed materially 
but the styling is considerably finer.

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ering chandeliers, once proud pos- 
sessions, were replaced by adequate 
lighting systems. T'wo-tiered_mahog- 
any mantels disappeared and tran- 
soms were paneled up. Fireplaces or 
large bookcases were built in to create 
desired decorative effects. See illus- 
tration on page 33. 

The rooms at the front of the 
apartment show Federal and Direc- 
toire influence, while the sleeping 
chambers to the rear are distinctly 
early American. 

The front rooms were badly pro- 
portioned with eleven foot ceiling and 
sixteen foot square floor space. To 
lower the ceiling and stretch the 
walls, the walls were painted a rich 
Wedgwood blue, the ceiling a lighter 
shade and the trim white. See fron- 
tispiece and page 42 in the Portfolio 


of Interiors. At the cornice line a bold 
swag border was added to enhance 
the illusion. Above the mantel a 
large mirror framed in white and 
gold aided the effect of spaciousness. 

A plain rose-cedar broadloom car- 
pet cooperated in lending expanse to 
the room dimensions. The window 
draperies were a gray silk lined with 
coral and the glass curtains white 
celanese. Design interest was sup- 
plied by lily patterned chintz covers 
on some of the furniture. The entire 
decorative treatment not only over- 
comes architectural deficiencies but is 
very cool and restful—an important 
consideration in the South. 

Blue appears again in the bed- 
rooms where the walls have a powder 
blue paper with a white feather de- 
sign and the carpet is powder blue.

HIGHLIGHTS OF THE SIXTH ANNUAL 
A. I. D. CONFERENCE 


Tu E Illinois Chapter of the A. I. D. 
was host to nearly a hundred deco- 
rators from all parts of the United 
States during the annual conference 
January 12-15. The activities were 
so carefully planned and the enter- 
tainment so interesting that it was 
generally conceded the most success- 
ful conference ever called by the In- 
stitute. 

The theme of the convention was 
the future education of students of 
interior decoration, and seventeen 
educators and directors of art insti- 
tutes attended. In the January is- 
sue of Inrertor Decorator the sub- 
stance of this round table conference, 
headed by Mrs. Francis H. Lenygon, 
chairman of the education committee, 
was discussed. 

At the opening banquet, Wednes- 
day evening, several prominent edu- 
cators and architects discussed the 
forthcoming educational meeting. Af- 
ter the address of welcome by Mare 
T. Nielsen, president of the Illinois 
Chapter, Francis Lenygon, who 
presided at the dinner, called upon 
Rossiter Howard, director of the 
Kansas City Art Institute, Wells 
Bennett of the University of Michi- 
gan, John O. Merrill, president of 
the Illinois Chapter of the A.I.A., 
C. Hamilton Preston, director of the 
N. Y. School of Fine and Applied 
Art, and Kenneth Stowell, editor of 
“House Beautiful” and “American 
Architect” to speak. Each one of 
these gentlemen expressed the opinion 
that the educational program of the 
A. I. D., to be discussed the following 
day, was of vital importance to 


the future of the profession. 

Mr. Howard pointed out how the 
standards of museum work had been 
greatly enhanced by similar educa- 
tional projects for curators and di- 
rectors. Mr. Preston emphasized the 
fact that his school was one of the 
first under the late Frank Alvah 
Parsons to recognize this need. A 
ripple of laughter was caused by the 
suggestions of Mr. Stowell that the 
furniture and furnishings of the home 
should be purchased before the archi- 
tect is called in to design the build- 
ing. As a graduate architect, he 
realized that architects were al- 
ways placing chimneys, doorways and 
windows in the wrong places accord- 
ing to the decorator. » 

Nearly six. hours discussion on 
four propositions presented by Mrs. 
Lenygon followed the next day: 

“1. Should there be a basic dif- 
ference between the curriculum pro- 
vided for the decorator and that for 
the architect? 

“2. What should be the length of 
a course in interior decoration, and 
what proportion of time should be 
given to design, laboratory and 
drafting room practice, non-profes- 
sional academic subjects? 

3. Is it feasible to arrange for a 
type of internship or apprenticeship 
in a decorating studio or business, 
as part of a regular course of in- 
struction? 

“4. What should be prerequisites 
for admission of students wishing to 
specialize in Interior Architecture 
and Decoration in schools granting 
a degree (Continued on page 60)

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Museum of F arniture ‘Design 


7HAT is probably the first 
museum devoted to the display 
of the development of furniture de- 
sign in America was opened in Grand 
Rapids last month. This new Grand 
Rapids Furniture Museum, as_ it 
will be known, is the realization of a 
dream of certain fathers of the fur- 
niture industry of that city. It has 
long been their opinion that the in- 
dustry needed a visual review of the 
development of domestic made furni- 
ture. Housed in a large English 
type residence in the once most 
fashionable center of the city, the 
Museum was formally opened on 
January 10th at a dinner: given to 
editors and feature writers of the 
home furnishings field. 


At this dinner, Robert W. Irwin, 
who has been very active in this 
project, gave an outline of the am- 
bitions and ideals of this new under- 
taking. He pointed out that the in- 
stitution was very unique in that it 
was not ‘interested primarily in col- 
lecting the best extant examples of 
American designed furniture. ‘This 
institution’s objective is to show re- 
productions, if not originals, of a 
good cross-section showing the his- 
tory of furniture design. In this way, 
it does not in any sense attempt to 
compete with the exhibitions now 
existing in the larger museums of the 
country. 

The museum’s board of directors

tire furniture industry in all phases— 
its arts, its manufacture, and its use. 
Thus in a visual way the historical 
side of Grand Rapids in relation to 
the art of the industry will be pre- 
sented. 


Under the present plan, the main 
floor of the building is devoted to the 
exhibits of antiques and copies of de- 
signs of the past. Several fine old 
pieces are already included such as a 
Martha Washington table and a 
splendid old Colonial desk. . However, 
following the policy of the institu- 
tion, an accurate reproduction, in 
every detail, of the famous highboy 
from the Reifsnyder collection is on 
display. ‘To obviate seeming favorit- 
ism or commercial aggrandizement 
the name of factory which makes any 
of these reproductions is not di- 
vulged. 

The second floor is mainly taken 
up by a series of furnished living 


rooms, dining rooms, and bedrooms. 
The museum authorities expect to 
refurnish these rooms every year, 
thereby keeping abreast with the cur- 
rent trends in furniture design and 
decoration. The rooms this year 
were designed by decorators from 
New York, Chicago, Detroit, Pitts- 
burgh, and Atlanta. The decorators 
were given a free hand with only two 
restrictions — the kind of room de- 
sired, that is living room, dining 
room or bedroom, and all the furni- 
ture included must have been made in 
the city of Grand Rapids. It is in- 
teresting to note that each of the 
decorators although working inde- 
pendently presented a unity of 
thought in creating XVIII Century 
rooms with various modifications. 
Herewith are illustrated a dining 
room by P. J. Foley of John A. Colby 
& Sons, Chicago, and a bedroom by 
N. Powell Pendley of W. E. Browne

again the sources of the furniture are 
not given, although credit is con- 
ferred on the manufacturers of the 
other furnishings. 


Probably the most dramatic dis- 
play is to be found on the third floor 
where the ghosts of other ages repose. 
Here the golden oak productions, the 
rarities of the mission style, the 
curiosities of the flamboyant era 
which could be termed the “Victorian 
Baroque” are to be viewed. This 
indeed is a vital part of the museum’s 
acquisitions. It gives the visitor a 
realization of what one has to be 
thankful for in not having lived fifty 
or seventy-five years ago. 

Without doubt the most practical 
and educational section of the ex- 
hibit is the part devoted to the his- 
tory of the manufacture of furniture 
which is arranged in the basement. 
Here the entire process of furniture 
manufacturing from the raw wood to 
the finished product may be seen. 
Even to models of furniture making 
machinery as well as numerous de- 
signs in veneer, specimens of cabinet 
woods and photographs of various 
stages in furniture manufacture are 
arranged. 

This museum is under the director- 
ship of Roy A. Spencer, a noted stu- 
dent and authority on the fine arts. 
The whole movement has been realized 
through the initiative of Samuel G. 
Bruckner of Grand Rapids and the 
joint efforts of the city government.

the details of the earlier centuries, 
though wide spacing and lower relief 
are often the means that give the 
modern note. The ornament is used 
only at focal points in many in- 
stances. 

Very often antique Baroque fur- 
niture pieces, mirrors, blackamoors, 
porcelains, etc, are relied upon main- 
ly to furnish the detail. Chinoiseries 
furnish a piquant note. Then there 
are modern pieces interpreting the 
Baroque in various moods. 

An unusually interesting original 
carved deal panelled room by Daniel 
Marot which is in the possession of 
Lenygon & Morant, Inc. is shown in 
a photograph on page 19. Marot was 
architect to Prince William of Or- 
ange, later William III of England, 
and this may well be regarded as one 
of the best renderings of the Bar- 
oque. 

The best of the new interpretations 
of the Baroque by leading interior 
decorators show great refinement and 
a fine restraint, combined with the 
modern sense of space and repose, 
while the liveliness of spirit is re- 
tained. 

This is a difficult undertaking, 
which calls for unerring good taste, 
and a high degree of sensitiveness to 
character in design. It calls, also, 
for a deep understanding of the 
spirit of our own day, as well as 
thorough familiarity with the historic 
design sources. -In view of this, the 
Baroque is especially interesting to 
those interior decorators who can 
handle it, and especially intriguing 
to the public, when it is well done. 

A sketch of an admirable design 
for a Baroque room treatment by 
Eileen Allen, interior decorator, is 
shown on page 20. The refinements

Celedon blue-green of the panelled 
walls. This paneling has been studied 
with great care in a full-size model 
of a section of the wall. When the 
light strikes across it, the skill with 
which the effects of light and shade 
have been managed is evident. The 
borders of the panels and the fields 
are in the same plane, the irregular 
area between them being slightly re- 
cessed. The edges are outlined with a 
small molding that effects an agree- 
able transition and adds an interest- 
ing touch of refinement. 


A fine design for a Baroque room 
by Elizabeth Peacock, interior dec- 
orator, is shown in an elevation draw- 
ing reproduced here. The plain walls, 
in a shade of Dubonnet, give richness 
and character to the scheme and af- 
ford an excellent background for the 
furniture pieces, in a soft ice blue 
and an off white. 

The excellent lines of the furniture 
are well brought out by contrast with 
the wall color. A folding screen of 
mirror glass and a wall area covered 
with mirrors give a sense of space 
and furnish a lively note. A picture 
carries the mauve note combined with 
tones of soft old white. 

The Victorian Baroque is given a 
delightful modern interpretation in 
the bedroom by Mimi Durant, in- 
terior decorator, which is shown in a 
photograph herewith. The wall is in 
a soft pink and the satin bed cover is 
of the same color, while the furniture 
is in a stripped finish in which white 
and a pink tone are blended. The con- 
soles are in a soft-toned silver leaf 
finish.

The design is 
by Eileen Allen, and was executed in 
the plaster by Herman Haug. The 
silvering has been removed from the 
mirror in such a way as to permit the 
molded plaster to be seen beneath. 
There are units which can be placed 
at either side of this table to form 
a large table of curved Baroque out- 
line. The side units have tops fin- 
ished in a plain soft green. 

A view of a portion of one of the 
rooms recently decorated at Hamp- 
shire House, New York City, by Dor- 
othy Draper, Inc., is shown in the 
Portfolios of Interiors in this issue. 
It represents still another, and high- 
ly effective manner of interpreting 
the Baroque. Other photographs of 
this interesting interior were pub- 
lished in the January number of the 
InrERIOR DeEcoraTor. 


Hobe Erwin, of Jones & Erwin, has 
used an advanced type of the new 
Baroque in the decoration of one of 
the walls of his own studio. It brings 
out the fact that the Baroque and 
Neo-Romanticism are closely akin. 
Also the Baroque was always “be- 
yond the real,” in the field of fan- 
tasy and romance and this note is 
evident in much of the art of our day. 

As no photograph or drawing of 
Mr. Erwin’s Baroque wall decoration 
is available, a brief description will 
have to suffice. On a wall about sev- 
enteen feet long, he has spaced wide- 
ly three large motifs that are signifi- 
cant as well as decorative. They are 
in low relief, in practically only two 
planes, and the entire wall, includ- 
ing the designs, is of a soft old pink. 

Near the right hand end of the wall 
is a ruined arch; at about the cen- 
ter is a Roman derivative of the 
Egyptian obeksk; while a palm tree 
is at the left end. 
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We are at liberty to read our own 
meaning into this design and to say 
that it conveys very distinctly the 
thought that the works of man de- 
cay and crumble away with time; the 
great civilizations of Egypt and 
Rome have perished—but life, sym- 
bolized by the palm tree rooted in the 
soil and spreading its long leaves to 
the breezes, renews itself and con- 
tinues. 


A very similar philosophy seems to 
be expressed in a drawing by Emilio 
Terry, which is shown here. The in- 
coming tide pours among the rocks 
at the base of ruined wall; nature 
triumphs over man’s works. The gay 
canopy suggests an effort to forget 
this fact and to enjoy life while one 
can. The small scale of the figures 
is significant. 

In writing of the Baroque in porce- 
lains, W. B. Honey has said, “Bar- 
oque is the embodiment of strength 
at play, in reaction or development 
from strength in repose.” That apt- 
ly expresses one aspect of this many- 
sided and interesting manner of de- 
signing in which present-day in- 
terior decorators are finding new pos- 
sibilities.
